ABOUT OUR DIOCESE 


The Archdiocese of St. Louis is 178 parishes encompassing the City of St. Louis and 10 
surrounding counties — a large and diverse territory: urban, suburban and rural. 


Our local church has been declining for several decades as older Catholics die and 
there are insufficient number of young Catholics to take their place. 


This is best exemplified by the significant decline in the number of births and baptisms in 
our diocese. 


As our Catholic population has moved from the city to the near suburbs and from the 
near suburbs to the farther out suburbs, this has resulted in too few priests in large 
parishes and too many priests in small parishes. 


Our diocesan priests are aging and number of priests to serve our Catholic population is 
declining. 


Over the past decade, Mass attendance has been on a steady decline. The long-term 
implications of COVID are unknown, but the rebound in Mass attendance from 2020 to 
2021 still leaves us 25% below pre-COVID levels.

¢ In 2021, the number of Catholics 
in the Archdiocese of St. Louis 
dipped below 500,000 for first time 
since the 1960s.

¢ Prior to the COVID-1 9 pandemic, Archdiocese of St. Louis - October Mass Attendance

¢ Mass attendance hit a record low in 
October 2020 which is attributed to the 
COVID-19 pandemic.

FEWER BAPTISMS HAVE RESULTED IN 
FEWER CHILDREN IN CATHOLIC SCHOOLS AND PSR

¢ The cost to educate our students 
continues to outpace tuition increases. 


¢ Parish investment in our schools 
continues to absorb an increasing 
percentage of parish funds available to 
support other parish ministries.

OUR PRIESTS ARE AGING 


35% of our diocesan priests (74 
priests) serving in parishes are 65 
years of age or older. 


These 74 priests could retire in the 
next 10 years. 


Though priests’ retirement age is 75, 
the average of retirement for our 
diocesan priests has been 71. 


By 2026, we will have fewer diocesan 
priests to serve in parishes than the 
number of parishes we have. 


Our largest parishes will still need to 
be served by 2-3 priests.

ABOUT OUR PLANNING AREA 


¢ The planning area is in St. Louis City. The geography of this area is defined by 
three Interstates (64, 44 and 70), the Mississippi River and the St. Louis County 
border at the southern boundary. 


¢ Located in the South City deanery. There are 17 parishes (9 territorial and 8 
personal), two chapels, and one oratory. Four elementary schools are in this 
planning area. Currently there are 15 diocesan and 14 order priests assigned to 
this group. 


¢ Clusters of parishes and church buildings are a short distance from each other. 


OUR PLANNING AREA IS VERY DIVERSE AND INCREASING IN 
IMMIGRANT POPULATIONS 


After declining for several decades, total population in the planning area in the 
2020 census was up 1% from 2010. 


The racial/ethnic profile of this area reflects a growing Hispanic population (now 
7%), a Stable black population (84% - which includes African immigrants), a stable 
white population (49% - which includes Bosnians), and a growing Asian population. 


As the population has become increasingly diverse, now only 10% of the 
population is registered Catholic, which is lower than the Diocesan average of 
18%. 


With the number of personal parishes and chapels, a significant number of 
Catholics live outside the planning area. 


Median household income in the area is $46,795 which is below the archdiocesan 
average of $60,700.

OUR PLANNING AREA CATHOLIC SCHOOL 
ENROLLMENT IS DECLINING 


The four elementary schools in this planning area have 906 children enrolled in 
Catholic elementary schools, down 19% from 5 years ago. Only one school has 
over 200 students. 


The Catholic schools in this area are very diverse, drawing students from a wide 
area, and drawing minority and non-Catholic students. 


The number of students going to Catholic elementary schools from the parishes 
in the planning area is 876. 


There were 246 students enrolled in PSR in 2021, down 30% from 5 years 
earlier. 153 of those students came from two personal parishes serving Hispanic 
and Vietnamese Catholics.

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ABOUT OUR PARISH 


St. Margaret of Scotland is the story of the resurgence of a 
neighborhood and a parish. This parish founded in 1899 is ina 
neighborhood of much diversity. There are grand spacious 
homes, there are apartments and flats, there are new “suburb 
like” 2 story 4 bedroom homes. St. Margaret in the 1940s was by 
far the largest parish in the diocese with over 2500 households 
and over a 20 year period averaged over 200 baptisms per year. 
But as the neighborhood changed, the parish declined to about 
500 households and 200 children in the school by 2000. Buta 
resurgence in the neighborhood and parish during the past 
decade grew the parish to nearly 900 households and 400 
children in the parish school. The growth in the school was such | 
that a new middle school was built, the first newly constructed 
Catholic elementary school building in the city in decades. With 
the restructuring of the South City deanery in 2005, Immaculate 
Conception parish and the territory of St Cronan were merged 
into St. Margaret but St. Margaret gained few parishioners. 


The current church was dedicated in 1907 and seats 600. 


ABOUT OUR PARISH 


A diverse and stable area, as the neighborhood has experienced a resurgence, 
so has the parish. 


Parish membership has grown as has the school. Baptisms have grown to the 
largest levels in decades. 


Parish is in excellent financial condition with growing offertory, a school that 
requires little financial support from the parish and sufficient reserves. 


OUR PARISH AREA IS DIVERSE AND VIBRANT AS 
YOUNG FAMILIES MOVE TO THE AREA 


The population of the St. Margaret area had been declining as many homes and 
apartments laid vacant or were demolished. 
¢« Aresurgence has turned around the population losses and there was a modest gain in 
population during the best decade — especially as Botanical Heights subdivision was built 
south of I-44. 


The area has become popular with professional people buying and rehabbing old 
houses. Between 2000 and 2020, the percent of the population that is white grew 
from 30% to 51%. 


Median household income of $55,100 is below the Archdiocesan average of $60,700. 
¢ Median household income is misleading because there is such socio-economic diversity in 
the parish area. 
* 25% of households have incomes above $100,000 and 25% of households have income 
below $25,000. 
*« 54% of the houses have a value above $200,000 and yet 56% of households are renters. 


Only 10% of the resident population is Catholic below the archdiocesan average of 
18%.

¢ This means that more Catholic households 
come into the parish from outside the 
boundaries than leave the territory to 
affiliate elsewhere. 


¢ And that may be surprising given that St. 
Cronan kept most of their resident Catholics 
and many African-American Catholics in the 
area are registered at the predominately 
African-American parishes of North City. 


¢ The largest concentration of parishioners 
remain around the original parish 
boundaries in the neighborhoods 

___surrounding the parish church.
